» Grafton County had 41,333 employed residents
age 16 and up in 2000, up from 36,135 in 1990.

Sixty percent of these commuting residents
travelled to another New Hampshire county in
1990, up from 50 percent the previous decade.

Nearly 82 percent of this county’s residents
worked in their home county in both 1990 and
2000. Only Coos County, with about 83 percent of
its residents working in the county, ranked higher.

#» The majority of these commuters travelled to
either Belknap County or Merrimack County
for work both years.

More than twice as many workers commuted into
Grafton County than commuted out in both years.

< Vermont claimed about three-quarters of Grafton
County residents who commuted out of the state
for work in both 1990 and 2000.
